Carney had been seriously injured in 
an automobile accident on July 3 of that 
year. The accident that occurred in 
Janesville, Wis", took the Jives of two 
other Antioch residents, Judith Frasch 
and Shirley Kasik. 

The article credited Carney's strong 
will to live and the excellent niedical 
care she received at the University 
Hospital, Ma'dison, for her recovery. 

This week, the Nov. 22, 1982 issue of 
the Antioch News_carries Carney's 
obituary. ^~^^ 

According to Lake County Deputy 
Coroner Barbara Richardson, Carney 
died of head injuries when the car she 
was driving was struck head-on by a 
car driven by Scott E. Barnes, 29, Oak 
Lawn. , ■ 

The collision occurred at G:28 a.m., 
on Thursday, Nov. 18, on Rte. 83, near 
Town Line Rd.. Carney was pronounced 
dead. at the scene by Chief Deputy 
Coroner Ed Van Dien. • 

Barnes, who was also injured, was 
taken to St. Therese Trauma Satellite 
by the Antioch Rescue Squad. 

Reports- said that Carney was 
heading south'on Rte. 83, on her way to 
work as a nurse at StrThereseHospital. 
Waukegan, at the time of the accident.

I've always loved the Americana that 
surrounds thoughts of Thanksgiving dinner.. 
There's something so warm, honiey and in- 
tegral about a picture of the Pilgrims and In- 
dians pausing between masacres and 
jewlery trading to dine together. 

Even those legends that th^ turkey was a 
last minute replacement for the roast eagle, 
that was originally on the m^j^u^tthat first 
feast, because of the Plymouth Towf^SQard's 
ordinance naming the eagle AmerK^a's 
national bird, fail to disrupt those Norni. 
Rockwell fantasies that swirl through' my" 
mind at the end of every November. 

It was in this frame of mind that I remem- 
ber planning a first Thanksgiving dinner- for 
my, new husband and myself. 

So, although we were planning to eat din- 
ner on Thanksgiving Day at my mom-and 
dad's, I was determined to bring those com- 
fortable colonial feelings into our new, very 
small apartment, by cooking my first turkey 
dinner for just the two of us the day before. 

First let me explain that I was the epitomy 
of the legendary bride that was capable of 
burning a pot of boiling water, despite the 
high school cooking- class lessons in which I 
excelled in marmalade making. 
— Because^Poumew^ly-marriedralmost-nori-— 
existent economic situation, added to the fact 
that, there were only two of us, I bought the 
smallest fresh turkey that the. corner market 
had, It was so small in fact that the cooking 
time-table in my cookbook didn't even list a 
timetable for a bird that size, so I used the 
one for roast chicken.

I decided to eliminate one of these last 
minute steps by peeling and boiling the

quickly when the time came.
